The whole affair has-crystalized our 
thinking on one point, though, Heretofore, 
Mayor Mullins used to bring up certain 
items of business and eall them “off the 
record,’ We'd go along with the idea figur- 
ing that harmonious relations were more 
important than a little bit of sensationalism. 

An example is the pension voted for 
former Chief of Police J. W. Parker at the 
regular council meeting this month. It is 
in the minutes that $150 per month was ap- 
proved until Oct. 1. When a disagreement 
broke out among the councilmen after tha 
meeting as to the amount, Mayor Mullins 
asked us to withhold printing the actual 
amount involved. It would make it easier 
for the council to change it. We did this for 
the sake of harmony but we won't do it any 
more. Because it is so easy to forget noti- 
fying us of called meetings, we are going 
to lay out in the open the happenings of all 
sessions we do get to attend.

About a month ago Louis Reynolds met 
with Folsom in the governor's office and 
told him without hesitation that the plants 
were to be built in the vicinity of Mouis- 
ville, Ky. 


Louis, who was in Montgomery to ad- 
dress a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, said the decision had been up to 
Ford, and they had selected the Kentucky 
site, 

Folsom refused, to accept defeat, but 
instead assured Reynolds that Alabama had 
not given up. 

“We are going to sell you on Alabama,” 
he told Reynolds, to which the latter re- 
plied, “you don’t have to sell me, you've got 
to sell Ford.” 

This Folsom set out to do, with the able 
backing of Sen. Lister Hill, several menibers 
of the Alabama congressional delegation, 
the Industrial Development Board and in- 
terested citizens, 


Just how they went about this selling 
job is not known, but the record indicates 
they were remarkably successful. 

Sen. Berry Cantrell of Colbert County, 
who by chance was in the governor's office 
during the Reynolds-Folsom meeting, gave 
full credit to the governor. 

“T don’t know what happened, but I 
heard Reynolds say conclusively that the 
plants would not be located in Alabama,” 
Cantrell recalled. “If Big Jim can keep get- 
ting plants like that, then he can wear out 
every airplane in the state as far as I am 
concerned.” 

All we can add is that we are glad his 
techniaue which worked so well rolling up 
votes for him during campaigning, 
as well in his efforts to bring industry to 
Alabama.
